1. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/14/2008 regarding claims 1-48 have been fully 
considered. Claims 31-42 have been canceled by applicant. Claims 1-30, 43-48 are currently 
pending. 

EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for automatic discovery of network 
devices within a managed network comprising the steps of: 

if said first device provides routing capabilities, making said first device available for 
selection for management by a network management system; 

selecting a second address from said first set of network addresses; 

repeating said sending, and awaiting steps for said second network address." 

The closet prior art, Cochran et al. (USP 7,240,106), discloses a method for discovering 
computing network devices by identifying and determining network addresses of computing 
devices coupled to the network, and thereby allowing the network parameter configuration of the 
devices remotely. However, Cochran fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted 
limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
